The Funeral And Interment

Dr. Abraham Turner Fulton, one of
Mt. Vernon's largest property own-
ers, died Monday morning at 6 o'clock
&t the Mt, Vernon hospital after an
{liness of a complication of diseases.
Heart trouble was the final cause of
demise.

Dr. Fulton was taken sick two
weeks ago and entered the Mt, Ver-
non hospital for treatment. During
the period of his stay there, he be-
came weaker and weaker and lost his
power of apeech., Death finally came
Monday morning.

Dr. Fulton was born on a farm near
Homer, Licking county, on October 4,
1854. He was accordingly 61 years
of age. He was the son of Mr, and
Mrs. Willlam Fulton who were na-
tives of the state of Pennsylvania,
and who migrated to this state, set-
tling near Homer,

When a young lad, Dr. Fulton at-
tended the school at Homer and, hav-
ing developed an aptitude for medi-
cine, came to Mt. Vernon where he
rtead medicine under the late John
W. Russell. During his period of
preparation, he wentto Columbus fre-
quently for medlcal lectures at the
Starling Medical college.

On finishing his studies under Dr.
Russell, Dr. Fulton went to New York
city, where he gpent a year attending
clinies and engaging In medical re-
search. He then returned to Mt. Ver-
non and started in the practice of
medicine with the late Joseph Gor-
don He continued this partnership
until the death of the Iatter, since
which time he has practiced medicine
alone,

Dr. Fulton served as coroner of
Knox county many years ago and at
one time was a member of the Knox
county board of elections. He was a
Democrat in politics and, although
never taking an active part, wag al-
ways Interested in the welfare of his
party. He was very much of a horse
fancler and frequently attended races
in Columbus and other cities.

Dr. Fulton was the owner of sever-
al Mt. Vernon properties, chief among
which are the McDermott building,
the building occupled by the Knox
County club pool room and the one
ocoupled by the White Palace theatre.
He had other holdings In the city and
county. In Licking county, Dr, Ful-
ton had extensive farm interests and
wag the co-owner of the Arcade block
in the city of Newurk., In Columbus,
Dr. Fulton had a share in several bus-

In Ohlo Addicted To The Use
0f Drugs

Is The Opinion Of U. 3. Rev-
enue Collector

Number Of Victims. In The
State Is 160,000

High Class Of Society As Well
As The Lower

Indulge_In Opiates The Col-
lector States

Columbus, O, Nov, 20—If thie estl-
mates made by United States Reve:
nue Collector B. L. Willlamson ap-
proach correctness, one voter of ev-
ery 16 In Ohlo is addicted to the use
of habit-forming drugs. His figures,
which have been produced ufter
months of Investigation and research,
are larger by far than any that have
been made for the Buckeye state, and
show the difficult nature of the task
that the federal government has as-
gumed in attempting to break up the
use of these agencies of physical,
mental and moral destruction,

Williamson has forwarded to Wash-
ington a revised calculation of the
number of drug users in Ohlo, and by
drug users he refers to those who
habitually use to a greater or lesser
degree oplum and its derivatives,
which include dionin, heroin, mor-
phine and codeine, and also cocaine
and chloral. Hig computations show
that the number of users ls approxi-
mataly 160,000, and that there are ful-
ly as many men as women who are
nddicted to the drugs that pass un-
der the general inclusive name of
“dope."

Although they are not classified,
Willlamson is certain they include
all ranks and conditions in soclety,
from the denizens of the underworld
and from those who gain a livelihood
in the questionable occupations to
those of social standing and wealth,
education and apparent refinement,
In many instances the Information
has been secured by federal agents
from the prescriptions which are re-
quired to be kept flled under the
terms of the Harrison act,

The original estimate sent to Wash-
ington wag that the state had 130,000
users of habit-forming drugs, but the
further the investigation was pushed,
the more was the volume of evidence
that indicated that the figures should
be revised upward, The original fig-
ure was substantially that fixed by
the officials of the state engaged in
the suppression of the traffic. It has
been concluded, however, that the
state figures are far too conservative,

Willlamson has been unging the fig-
ures he has secured as a text for lec-
tures to physicians on their duties un-
der the Harrison law, He has frankly
told the physiciang that the figures
are in a high degree sensational as
showing the inroads that were made
during the time that both states and
nation pald little attention to the
matter.

Incidentally, he has not failed to
impress the responsibility of the phy-
sicians themselves in the premises,
emphasizing the wrong of the prac.
tice of prescribing babit-forming
drugs indiseriminately.

As the Interest of federal authori-
ties In the prosecution of illegal traf
fic in drugs has increased that of the,
state has diminigshed. Under the pre-
ceding administration considerable
stress was lald upon the eradication
of the traffic in the state and a vig-
orous campaign was carried on. It
has been largely discontinued, with
the substitution of inexperienced men
in the places of those who had ne-
quired no litle skill In the art of de-
tecting the ilielt denlers and venders,

That a falling off in the trade in
the hablt-forming drugs is gradually
taking place is observed by those eon
gaged in the drug business. The cer-
taln methods of tracing opiates from
the raw material to the ultimate con-
sumer thereof has been disconcerting
